Chicago, May I.—Results of the op­ 
eration of the California state parole! 
law are embodied in data gathered by 
Edward H. Whyte, of San Francisco, 
Cal., state parole agent, and given out 
for publication today. 
He says that 
if the authorities permitted publica­ 
tion of the names of the many paroled 
men who have resumed their places 
among the reputable citizens of Cali­ 
fornia the people of the state would 
he amazed at the fine showing and 
proud of the result. 
Among the findings of the investi­ 
gation made by Mr. Whyte are the 
following: 
A total of 3,G35 prisoners in Califor­ 
nia paroled prior to January I of this 
year (1916), only 128, or 3% per cent, 
violated their paroles by the commis­ 
sion of new* crimes. Other violations 
bring the percentage of violations up 
to 21 per cent, consisted of breaking 
some rule of the prison board, such HS 
drinking intoxicating liquors, lea\ing 
place of employment Without permis­ 
sion and the like. 
i 
Aside from the personal good 
ac­ 
complished in returning several thou­ 
sand prospective criminals 
to 
law- 
abiing and industrially productive cit­ 
izenship, probably the most important 
result of the California parole law has 
been the reduction of confirmed crim­ 
inals in state prisons. Statistics t ov 
ering the three decades from 1880 tc 
1910 show the following results: 
In 1880 the percentage of confirmed 
criminals in California state prisons 
was 22.3 and the percentage of first 
erin ors was 77.8. 
In 1900 the percentage of confirmed 
criminals had growrn to 25.7, while 
he percentage of first termers was 
reduced to 74.3. 
In 1910, the percentage of confirmed 
criminal percentage still is going on 
tt California prisons.

The Frisco 
| has a surplus of stock cars to meet 
(the demand occasioned by the heavy 
I shipments of cattle from the south 
and southwest, but ordinary box cars 
are not so plentiful ,and it is only 
by hauling empty cars between points, 
sometimes for great distances, that 
the demand is being met by the rail­ 
road. 
Coal cars are in good supply, ac­ 
cording to officials, although coal ship 
ments are heavier than 
they 
have 
been in years at this time. 
An un­ 
usually heavy demand for stock cars, 
however, is being made on account of 
the heavy shipments of Texas cattie 
into Oklahoma and Southern Kansas 
for pasturing. 
Grain shipments also 
are heavy at this time of the year, it 
was pointed by the officials of the de­ 
partment of transportation, many far­ 
mers preferring to sell their grain at 
this season to meet the expenses ol 
putting in the new crops. 
“The scarcity of cars,” an official 
of the transportation department said 
“is not surprising when the report of 
Arthur Hale, chairman qf the Anteri 
can Railway association, issued April 
I, last, is considered. 
“The report states that the total 
surplus April I was 11,319 box cars 
and the total shortage 
was 
28,S58. 
Practically the same proportion pre 
vailed in regard to stock cars. 
Th( 
total surplus of all other kinds of cars 
however, is in excess of the sliortagt 
throughout lite country, except iii Ila 
New England states.”
